PiTTSBURo, July 14.— There is a lull 
in the minen' strike in this district at- 
trilmt»ble to ^ teot that nMtfly erery 
mine in the distrlot is idle. To keep np 

the enthnsiAsm and prevent the strikers 
from becoming lukewarm in the cause, 
however, the officials have arranged for 
a scries of meetings in different sections 
ev«!ry day. Meetings liave been held at 
Banning. Fayette Oity, West Newton 
andSnowden and at each plaoe resolu- 
tions wwe adopted not to retam to 
woric until the oiUoials gayethe order. 

News reached the miners' headquar- 
ters yesterday afternoon that tiie dig- 
gers in the Oannell. Warner and Mor- 
gan mines, Beaver ooonty, had thrown 
down thMr picks and Joined the general 
strike. The three pits employ about 
800 men. * The strike has also spread to 
Meroer ooon^. Fire mines are idle in 
that region. They are Hallville, Spear, 
Eidge and Diamond mines Nos. 1 and 
2. The men stmok for an advauoe td 
10 cents per ton. . 

An effort w-as made jMHkne work 
at the Eagle mine at BHiPmela City. 
It is a co-operative concern, but the 
sentiment of a majority of the stock- 
holders was against resumption and it 
was decided to keep the pits closed un- 
til the strike was settled. 

A delegation from Brownsville says 
tlie Kuub, lieuumont, Umpire and Al- 
bany milieu liitvf rlo.sed down and the 
miners have joined in tlie general strike 
with a deterniiuatiuu to remain out un- 
til the question of wages is satisfaotoffilj 

settled. 

District President Patrick Dolaii said 
the strike, as ^'ar as the miner.-, are con- 
cerned, is progres.sin;; in ^'ood .^liape. 
When asked about arbitration, he said 
that is what is wanted aa a means 
whereby the miners may get fair pay 
for their labor. "It is a question of 
hard-earned bread," he added, "which 
has long been withlield. If arbitration 
brings a satisfactory settlement then 
arbitration is the proper course " Presi- 
dent Dolan said a movement would 
shortly be made on the mines above the 
Pennsylvania railroad that are still in 
f)I>eration, and a strong effort will be 
made to bring them out on a strike. 
No plans have yet been arranged to 
bring out the men at the three mines of 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
company, but Mr. Dolan says they will 
receive attention later in the week. 

Governor Atkinson of West Virginia, 
accompanied by his wife and a number 
of state oflloials, spent the dav in Pitts- 
burg, en route to Canada, where they 
will attend the convention of the Ep- 
worth League. Concerning the mlnsfs' 
strike, he said : 

"The coal strike is not affecting West 
Virginia very much and 1 do not believe 
the main body of our miners will go 
out. I do not anticipate any trouble 
whatsoever from the strike in our state, 
and believe the trouble all over the 
country will be speedijj settled hj ar- 
hitration." 

Two sessions of the arbitration board 
were be.d yesterday, representatives 
from the states of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
West Virginia. Indiana and Illinois be- 
ing present. At the afternoon session 
mindent Dearmit appeared before the 
board and told of the conditions which 
eiist from his point of view. He re- 
cited the history of the miners' strug- 
gles for better conditions. He told of 
the great nniformity movement of 1806- 
96, which failed of its purpose. Mr. 
Dearmit said : 

"If the operators of the Pittsburg dis- 
trict abolish their company stores, use a 
uniform screen, give honest weight, 
2,000 pounds of coal for a ton ; pay cash 
every two weeks, I will leave it to any 
committee to settle the price of mining 
and pay it, no matter now high, pro- 
viding all my competitors pay tne same 
price. Unless these conditions can be 
brought about I will not agree to abol- 
ish the contract with my men, nor can 

I afford to do so." 

Mr. Dearmit pointed to the fact that 
his men were working when almost 
every other iiiiiie in the district was 
idle. H<' said tliat he fully intended to 
pay his men the district jirice whenever 
the other operators will meet his terms. 
If tme uniformity was sec ured here, 
however, it would so involve the inter- 
ests of the other bituminoun states, he 
said, that ultimately there would have 
to he a chain of uniformity agreements 
in all the states, that would cost much 
money and re.juire considerable time to 
accomplish. He ijromised the board all 
assistance in his power in securing a 
Sfttlement upon the basis proposed, but 
said under no consideiatioii would he 
treat with the United -Mine Workers. 

President Dolan and Secret.iry War- 
ner of the Mine Workers' association 
were before the commission in the even- 
ing and recited their grievances. They 
disputed much that Mr. Dearmit had 
said and questioned hia sincerity at this 
time. Tney claimed that when no pe r 
cent of the operators had been st^cured 
for uniformity Dearmit agreed to it, but 
later found a technical loophole, and 
availed himself of it to repudiate his 
original proposition. 

A number of the operators havi* been 
qnietlv planning a coup, wh^ch is ex- 
pected to bring dismay to the miners. 
It is the intention to at once equip the 
mines with machines and do away with 
a great many diggers. When the mines 
are ready to start miners will be im- 
parted and nut ta work nnder heavy

A telegram was .received from (Irand 
Master Workman Sovereign of the 
j Knights of Labor, oirerinf his penonal 

services. 

All Qaiet In Eastern Ohio. 
Bkll.vikk, O., July U.— Matters are 
quiet in the mining districts along the 
three big coal-carrying road.s in eastern 
Ohio. So for the operators have made 
no move toward running the mines 
with imported labor, which it hasbeeii 
said would be Qsed in the event of the 
prolongation of the strike, and the 
strikers have not yet mtdested any of 
the coal trains passing throoghtothe 
lakes ftom the Fairmont field.

SURVIV0B8 OF A PATBIOT GAMP 



After Extremo Snflltrlag at Boa They Are 
BehhW'ot letmlk i kit Mi^ W BrltUh 
Ofllelals— Tholr-Aeeoimta of the Cuban 
Rohollloa— iMurgonts Again Vaing Dy- 
■amlto Ravaaa Dtspatohes. 

KiN08T0;f , Jamaica, Jnly 14.— Twelve 
Cubans, the lost survivors of an insur 
gent camp in the province of Caniagua 
reached Rio Nueven, a little port on 
the north side of the island, a few days 
ago in an open boat. They were in 
a terrible condition of exhaustion as 
they had been 70 hours in making the 
passage. The little croft, which had 
been constructed in the camp just be- 
fore their <ieparture, was found to leak 
in several places, and owing to tlie high 
winds and the heavy seas, the refugees 
were compelled to take turns at baling 
her. Again and again they were on the 
verge of destruction. After three days 
of constant anxiety and struggling tliey 
managed to put into Rio Nuevi n in a 
pitiable condition. 

The names of the crew are : Dr. 
Gonzal Garcia Vieta, a lieutenant col- 
onel ; Commanders Mlquel A. Varona 
and Felix V. Preval, Captcins .\rthur 
R. Joice and Luis K. Miranda, Lieuten- 
ants Carlos Eordelois and Carln.s Mo- 
rena, Sub-lieutenants John \eneter, 
jfdo!i)hus Casoiiovas. Alberto Diar:, 
Juan Calbdeven and Lorenzo \'iiic<'nte. 
It is susiM'cted by the authorities hero 
that pomi' of these luimes are fictitious, 
and that among the party are several 
important revolutionary leaders who 
have l)usiness in Xrw Yor e ;in<l who 
are traveling incoi,'iiito. Whether tho 
su.spicions iif tlie ;;overiitiient are well 
founded tir not, it is hard to say at 
present, but in a few days the real facts 
will probably become known. 

Of the 12 men composing the party 
four are invalids. Dr. Vieta is now ly- 
ing iii Kingston, tenderly cared for by 
the local C'ubans, suttering from a 
sirkness induced by months of trials 
and jirivatioiH. Another has a bul- 
let " woaiid in tlio thigh; a third a 
bayc>net wound in the slioulder, and a 
fourth is not exi)ected to recover from 
an internal cotiiplaint aggravated by 
the severe etlect.> of the voyage. 

They complained bitterly of tlie ac- 
tions of the hritish officials for the vis- 
iting health officer had arbitrarily 
seized a number e,f important letters 
and dispatches designed for the Cuban 
junta to New York. They had pro- 
tested against this action, but the offi- 
cials replied that a breach of the i)o8tal 
regulations act had been committed and 
that the letters must be forfeited as a 
penalty. Nearly ^0 letters were taken 
from Dr. Vieta nlone, and there is no 
prospect of any of them ever reaching 
their destination. All the men now 
hope for is that the British government 
will see its way clear to let the dis- 
patches go through, and will not in anr 
event tnm them over to the Spanish 
consul. 

Inquiry was made with reference to 
the rumor that General Maximo Gomez 
had been killed. This was treated by 
all the patriots as j^imply a canard cir- 
c. dated bv the Spanisn. At the time 
the party left Cuba General (iomez was 
in good health and sanguine of the re- 
sult of his campaign. He was then in 
command of a strong force, and not in 
the vicinity where, according to the re- 
port, he had met his death. 

"The revolution," said Morena, "is 
principally confined at tlie present mo- 
ment to the (Orient and Caniagas prov- 
inces. The Spanish are in possvs.sion of 
one or two small places, bat they suffer 
very severely from the want of food 
and ummtinition. Their camps are 
decimated by sickness, and numbers are 
deserting evexy day to join the ranlu of 
the insurgents. Tney are afraid to ven- 
ture far, as their forces are so small, 
and it is only when a passing column 
reinforces them that they make a sally 
in search of supplies." 

A battle, according to the castaways, 
was recently fought at Oamagua, in 
which the insurgents were completely 
successful. They received word that 
convoys of food were being sent from 
L.iyamo to Jiuana, and gathered to the 
number of 8,000 nnder the command of 
Genoral Oarda. On the soonts report- 
ing that the convoy was in sight, they 
made a sortie and a flercf contest of 
some hours' duration ansnad. The 
Spanish troope outnumbered their ad- 
versaries in proportion of two to 1, but 
in spite of their fierce defence, the Span- 
iards were utterly routed, leaving a 
large numbw of dead and wonnded 
upon the 'field. The Cubans also suf- 
fered considerable loss, but nothing like 
the same extent as the Spaniards. The 
Cubans captured much supplies, and se- 
cured also a number of rifles, with sev- 
eral cases of ammunition. 

The town of Iguana was also the 
scene of a terrible conflict, but General 
(iarcia and his troops were again vic- 
torious. After driving out the Span- 
iards with great loss, they took posses- 
sion of the town. 

1 ne election oi a president was com- 
meii'^ed in the month of May, and there 
has been a genuine display of patriotic 
feeling on the subject among the On- 
bans. The result will not be made 
known until September. The candi- 
dates are Oeneral Garcia, General Mas- 
se and Seymour Capole. Dr. Hernan- 
dez i - also among the nominees.

Washinotov, July 14.— The price to 
be paid for armor plate for the three 
new battleships now in course of con- 
struction was the theme of an extended 
and at times lively debate in the senate 
yesterday. Late in the day an aniend- 
inerit to the deficiency appropriation 
bill was agreed to. reducing the price of 
armor plate to $M00 per ton, or il:J5 less 
than the amendment reported by the 
committee and recommended by the 
navy department as the minimum rate 
acceptable to the armor contractors. 

Another amendment inserted in the 
bill directs the secretary of the navy to 
investigate as to the establishment of a 
armor factory and to report to the next 
session of congress. 

. During the debate Mr. Hale tirged that 
the failure to equip the battleships with 
armor wonla humiliate the united 
States in the eyes of the world, and 
would lesson our naval power at a 
time of possible foreign complication. 

After inserting the armor amend- 
ments, the deficiency bill, the last of 
the great supply measures, was passed. 

The house was in session but three 
minutes and transacted no business.

pension claimants in line nf daty caa?s 
was rendered yesterday by Assistant 
Secretary of tlio Interior Webster 
Davis. The issue is made in the case of 
Henry Miller, private in Company K, 
One Hundred and First Ohio infantry. 
After being relieved from guard duty 
one day Miller voluntarily assisted a 
teamster in watering mnles, and while 
so occupied was fired upon and iniured. 
The department heretofore has rejected 
such cases as not in the line of duty. 

Assistant Secretary Davis, however, 
reverses the pension bureaa action, 
hold4 that tbe claimant was not ^Ua> 
obeying orders nor violating army reg- 
ulations, bat was aiding a comrade m 
protecting government prope rty ; was 
doing something wliioh he not only bad 
a right to do, out waa commendable 
and so was acting in the line of duty. 
The adoption of thiapoUoy will affect 
many claims. The oaae ia held to be 
practically similar to tbat of a soldier 
hurt by the enemy firing on him while 
he was oif duty in bis tent, in porsu- 
uuce of any employment at which he 
had a rif^ht to be employed. 

Intane From Polaonlnit. 

Henderson, Ky., July 14.— John J. 
James, aproniinent minister, and broth- 
er of United States Marshal James, be- 
came sndd''iily iiis.Tiie yesterday. He 
went to the sheriffs oHice, stated that 
he )i:i(t killed two men, and wanted to 
kill more. He became violent, but was 
ovcriKiwcred. Several months ago he 
with others was poisoned at a dinner at 
Cave iii Kock, Ills. Two died from the 
eiiects of the poison, and his insanity ia 
attributed t o thia. 

Anethaa Tollgsto Doalrorad. 

Cynthiana, Ky., July 14.— Ten raid- 
ers last night dostroyed a tollgate on the 
Hedges pike, kept by Patrick Maloney. 
The keeper waa warned not to collect 
any more toll. The raiders were masked 
and were armed with guns and pistols. 
Tbey diaperaed after accompliahmg the 
deatmetio n of tfmate.
